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The City Council voted at its last meeting for a 
mandatory reduction of 20 percent from 1989 water 
usage, beginning with the next billing. 

This would seem like hardship for some 
residents who may not even realize they are wasting 
water, but for many others it should mean only a 
minimal extra effort, if any. 

Special cases may be brought before the newly 
created Water Board at City Hall for possible 
modification in the requirement and residents using 
less than 2000 gallons per month will be exempt. 

According to Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams, 
volunteer conservation has already achieved in 18 
percent overall reduction in usage so the mandatory 
20 percent for everyone should produce a much 


larger overall reduction. 

Every bit will be needed; however, he noted, 
since the March rains wilt not be counted in this year s 
water allocation from the Raymond Basin and 
because of our current 500 acre foot overpumpage 
last year we have already pumped our entire 1764 
acre foot allotment for this year, with the rest of April, 
May and June still to go. 

As a reminder to residents needing to conserve 
more, the city noted that conservation kits are 
available at city hall and at the Sierra Madre News of¬ 
fice, free of charge, containing water bags for toilet 
tanks and water reduction devices for shower heads. 

Use of these devices, plus washing dishes and 
clothes only when the dishwasher and washing 


machine are full, can save hundreds ot gallons ul 
water a month, as well a using a glass to rinse when 
brushing teeth, buckets to wash cars and other con¬ 
servation measures which seem minor but add up 
tremendously over a month’s time. 

Tips for pool owners include the following: 

• Turn off tile spray device on cleaning equipment. 

• Plug overflow line when pool is in use. 

• Backwash only when necessary. 

•Prohibit diving, splashing and water fights in pool 
and spa. 

• Check for leaks and repair any that exist. 

• Reduce pool and spa water temperature. 

•Turn off fountains and waterfalls.

Dr. Milton W. Valois, local dentist, has decided 
to retire after 44 years in Sierra Madre and has turned 
his practice over to Dr. Steven Bertch, his associate.

During the last 44 years he has been active in 
dental organizations, serving as president of the San 
Gabriel Valley Dental Society, on State dental com¬ 
mittees, and most recently has retired after being 
president of the California Dental Foundation. He 
was instrumental in starting the Dental Hygiene pro¬ 
gram at PCC. 

In the community, he has been associated with 
many Sierra Madre organizations, a 25-year member 


of Kiwanis and past president; seven years on the 
Sierra Madre School Board (before it joined 
Pasadena); and served as president during the time 
Sierra Mesa School was Duilt; and was president of 
the Community Chest before it joined United Way. 

He was active in the Red Cross, Boy Scouts, 
served on the Parks and Recreation Committee, and 
was an early member of the Sierra Madre Community 
Nursery School, helping construct its first building. He 
was awarded a Life Membership by the Sierra Madre 
PTA, and was a deacon at the Trinity Presbyterian 
Church. 

His hobbies have involved community service, 
travel, sailing and racing, being a member of Alamitos 
Bay Yacht Club, Shoreline Yacht Club and is present¬ 
ly Commodore of the Cherry Cove Yacht Club at 
Catalina. He was instrumental in the organization of 
the Pasadena Power Squadron as a charter member 
and served in many capacities.

The News is featuring another round of 
earthquake assistance in this. Earthquake 
Preparedness Month. This is the first of two 
segments. Ed. 

April is Earthquake Awareness Month in Califor¬ 
nia and valuable tips on preparedness have been sent 
out from the Governor’s Office of Emergency Ser¬ 
vices as an aid to residents in quake-prone California. 

Included in the kit are statistics showing that 22 
quakes of magnitude 5.3 or more have occurred in 
the 20 years since the 1971 San Fernando Quake 
throughout the state, resulting in 131 deaths, 6454 
injuries and billions of dollars in damage—5.9 billion 
in the Northern California Loma Prieta quake on Oct. 


17, 1989 alone. 

Among the tips are: deciding how and where 
your family will get together if separated, choosing an 
out-of-state friend who can be called by separated 
family members concerning locations, knowing safe 
spots in each room such as under sturdy tables or 
against inside walls, knowing the danger spots such 
as windows, mirrors, hanging objects, fireplaces and 
tall, unsecured furniture such as bookcases, etc. 

More include holding practice drills, learning 
first aid and CPR, keeping a list of emergency phone 
numbers and learning how to shut off gas, water and 
electricity. 

Check chimneys, roofs, walls and foundations 


for stability, keep breakables and heavy objects on 
bottom shelves, secure heavy tall furniture, hanging 
objects and heavy frames and mirrors; secure cabinet 
doors with latches, keep flamable or hazardous 
materials secured on lower shelves or in secure 
cabinets, maintain emergency food, water and other 
supplies including a flashlight, a portable battery- 
operated radio, extra batteries, medicines, first aid kit 
and clothing. 

During a quake the kit states, “If indoors, stay 
there. Get under a desk or table or stand in a corner. 

“If outdoors, get into an open space away from 
trees, buildings, walls and power lines. 

“If in a highrise, stay away from windows and 
outside walls. Get under a table or desk and do not 


use elevators. 

“If driving, pull over to the side and stop. Avoid 
overpasses and power lines. Stay inside until shaking 
is over. 

“If in a crowded public place, do not rush for 
doors. Move away from display cases containing ob¬ 
jects that could fall.’’ 

Next week The News will publish tips on what to 
do after a quake and provide a list of emergency 
supplies every home should have on hand.

Recently 1 have noticed more runners than 
ever on Sierra Madre streets with a number of 
these being veteran Trail Race entrants. These 
runners know full well the importance of being 
in top condition for this grueling run and the time 
is not too soon.

On Mar. 28, the Post retreated, admitted 
it had received thousands of letters of 
complaint, and restored the comic to the 
regular pages. 

More surprising, however, was the printing, 
on Mar. 29, of 40 strips that had been 
omitted during the black-out period. All the 
followers were able to catch up with “Mark 
and the grizzley tracks,” and not miss any 
of the intervening adventures.

U.S. Flag Etiquette 


WHEN TO DISPLAY FLAG 

The Flag should be displayed on all days, es¬ 
pecially on New Year’s Day, January 1, Inaugura¬ 
tion Day, January 20; Lincoln's Birthday, Febru¬ 
ary 12; Washington’s Birthday, third Monday in 
February; Easter Sunday (Variable); Mother’s Day, 
second Sunday in May; Armed Forces Day, third 
Saturday in May; Memorial Day (half-staff until 
noon), the last Monday in May; Flag Day, June 14; 
Independence Day, July 4; Labor Day, first Mon¬ 
day in September; Constitution Day, September 17; 
Columbus Day, second Monday in October; 
Navy Day. October 27; Veteraru Day, November 
11; Thanksgiving Day, fourth Thursday in Novem¬ 
ber; Christmas Day, December 25; and such other 
days as may be proclaimed by the President of 
the United States; the birthdays of States (date of 
admission); and on State holidays. 

FLAG PRESENTATION 

Presentation of the Flag should be preceded by a 
brief talk emphasizing the importance of the occa¬ 
sion. The following is suggested: 

“May the Flag that is being presented to you 
always be displayed proudly. 

"Guard and respect this Flag at all times, for it is 
the symbol of every high ideal in the American 
way of life. 

"The red in our nation’s Flag is made more bril¬ 
liant by the heroism and sacrifices of our brave 
defenders; the white more stainlessly pure because 
of the motives which impelled them; and the blue 
in the starry field of our banner is made more 
beautiful by the loyalty and unity of all our 
peoples — for liberty and justice." 

Following the presentation all present should 
salute the Flag, recite the pledge of allegiance and 
sing the national anthem. 


PUBLIC LAW 107 

No person shall display the flag of the United 
Nations or any other national or international fla^ 
equal, above, or in a position of superior promi¬ 
nence or honor to, or in place of, the flag of the 
United States at any place within the United States 
or any Territory or possession thereof; Provided, 
that nothing in this section shall make unlawful the 
continuance of the practice heretofore followed of 
displaying the flag of the United Nations in a posi¬ 
tion of superior prominence or honor, and other 
national flags in positions of equal prominence or 
honor, with that of the flag of the United States at 
the headquarters of the United Nations or at any 
place at which any official meeting or proceeding 
of the United Nations is in progress. Whoever 
knowingly violates the provisions of this section 
shall be fined not more than $2S0 or imprisoned 
not more than six months, or both. 

FOLDING THE FLAG 

1. Two persons, facing each other, hold the Flag 
waist high and horizontally between them. 

2. They fold the lower striped section, lengthwise, 
over the blue field. Hold bottom to top, edges 
together, securely. 

3. Then fold the Flag again, lengthwise, folded 
edge to open edge. 

4. A triangular fold is started along the length of 
the Flag, from the end to the heading, by bring¬ 
ing the striped corner of the folded edge to 
meet the open edge. 

5. Outer point is turned inward parallel with the 
open edge, forming a second triangle. 

6. Repeat the triangular folding until entire length 
of the Flag is folded. 

7. When the Flag is completely folded only the 
triangular blue field should be visible.

‘Under the Pepper Tree” 
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By Ron Hutson 

Even in a small, friendly, service-oriented 
downtown like Sierra Madre, textbook examples 
of how not to treat a customer exist. If you have 
been a regular reader of this column you know 1 
am rather sensitive to how I’m treated as a con¬ 
sumer. Maybe that’s because 1 grew up in a retail 
environment. My dad managed a small town 
Woolworth store for 20 years and my mother 
was office manager for the local auto parts store. 
Or, maybe I’m a typical human being who ap¬ 
preciates personal attention and a friendly smile. 

Within the past several weeks I’ve ex¬ 
perienced both ends of the customer satisfaction 
spectrum in our downtown. I was up against a 
deadline, needed a couple of items and didn’t 
happen to have either person or office or petty 


cash on hand. During a phone call with a clerk in 
a local business with whom the chamber has 
done regular business, 1 explained my need and 
my situation. Then I asked if my gal Friday could 
swing by, pick up the items and sign a charge 
slip. The response was unbelievable: “If you 
want to come in and fill out a credit application 
we may be able to sell you what you need.’’ Give 
me a break! You notice 1 used the word “clerk” 
rather than salesperson earlier. Apparently, the 
owner of the business doesn’t conduct much of a 
sales training program. And, their concern about 
customer retention must be rather limited. 
Couldn’t happen, not in our downtown. Guess 
again. 

As it happened, just after this enlightening 
experience 1 did some business with one of our 
newest business owners. His display ad in The 
News caught my eye and I decided to see if he 
practiced what he preached. I dropped by, in¬ 
troduced myself, asked and answered a few 
questions, made my purchase and was on my 
way. It ws a plea.sant, friendly experience. But, 
the clincher was a week later when 1 got home 
and looked through my mail. There was a post 
card, personally signed, thanking me for my pur¬ 
chase. It’s no wonder I’ve been back. 

Customer satisfaction is a lot of little things. 
Please and thank you work. A smile doesn’t 
hurt. Believing that the customer deserves in¬ 
dividual service and a fair return for their money 
helps. 

Both of these experiences demonstrate how 
a downtown, not just one business, develops a 
reputation. Downtown can learn a great and 
profitable lesson from the computer industry. 
Their major objective is to develop products that 
are “user friendly.” That sounds like a goal our 
entire business community can work on achiev-

Hers is- an L.A. of sad decay and despair, 
yet as she describes it, her words sizzle like 
bodies on a beach in August. Her language 
pulsates with constant and frenetic motion. One 
reviewer describes it this way:“Braverman 
tropicalizes and feminizes the language, infus¬ 
ing it with the heat and color of the area.” As 
Kate Ellen Braverman read from her prose and 
poetry on Apr. 3 at the Pasadena Public Library’s 
Author series, I could not help but affirm with 
awe her gift and grit. 

“The writing life is like embacing a religious 
order,” she commented during the “Q and A” 
time. “I have paid inordinate dues to be where I 
am now.” Indeed, her star has risen considerably 
since it first shone in obscure literary magazines 
10 years ago when she began “charting her 
journey.” 

In the mid-’70s I first heard Kate Ellen 
Braverman read her poetry at Beyond Baro¬ 
que in Venice, CA. She was then among the 
“new L.A. poets.” Both her work and her per¬ 
sona stood out as being sharfp as a scalpel, she 
was (as she describes a writer to be) “a spell 
caster, a healer, a killer.” Even then her edges, 
desperate people, and a center that was not 
holding. 

Her first novel, “Lithium for Medea,” is set 
amidst the Bohemians of the Venice canals, 
“Palm Latitudes,” which took four years to 
publish, is the L.A. barrio, and “Squandering 
the Blue,” takes place in Beverly Hills (“L.A. 
was flowing through me as 1 wrote this”). 

To the question, “Why do you write?” 
Braverman answers: 

“I write because I can. 1 had the capacity 


and then I learned the technique. In writing there 
is a convergence of intellect and emotions, 
psychology and human history. I have written to 
save my life, to save the world, I have written to 
find perfect love and I have found it.” 

Braverman is writing in a style of language 
that women, and only a very few women at that, 
have had the courage to experiment with, ex¬ 
press, and publish within decades. She com¬ 
ments: 

“1 have a sense of process about my work. I 
throw a poem into the novel where I don’t know 
where to go. I drop a poem in it and it illumines 
the dark which is the novel.” 

Her unique view of the novel is that it is, 
“the net and the air that falls through the 
meshes. Frankly I’m more interested in the air 
that falls through the meshes...Language of a 
certain order has its own destiny.” 

When complimented on the virtuosity of 
her reading performance, she commented: “I 
write everything for the ear. I’m led by sound, 
not by the linear. For a writer coming out of the 
’60s, the cadence and beat of Rock and Roll 
was a major influence.” 

Though her writing and world view says: “I 
think this is the very end of the world,” it 
apears to be a time of luminous beginnings for 
her personally. In the audience of admirers sat 
her accomplished mother, her adorable 
daughter, her adoring fiance. This dramatic 
woman with black hair, red lips, and a face 
designed for the cameras in everyone’s eyes, is 
living on the edge...of success and fulfillment. 
It seems her dues and her discipline are paying 
off.

Have you ever known 
a person who just could 
not stand to see others 
prosper?

1 believe 
it was C.S. Lewis who 
came up with the novel 
idea that in the final 
state of things, everyone 
goes to heaven. But 
before you jump to the 
conclusion that Lewis 
was a Universalist 
(everyone is ultimately 
saved), hear him out. 
If 1 remember correctly, 
it is Lewis’ contention 
that the presence of God 
means different things to 
different people. Some 
thrive in the presence of 
God’s infinite majesty 
and awesome glory. 
Others, are absolutely 


tormented by God’s 
presence. Much like the 
sound of a polite siren 
to a speeding motorist, 
the very thought of God’s 
closeness means pain to 
some people. However, 
to someone being held 
up by a robber, the siren 
is sweet music to the 
ears. 

If this is true in the 
realm of earthly, temporal 
experience, perhaps it 
could explain how 
heaven could be 
“heaven!” to some and 
literally “hell” to others. 
Interestingly, our text 
seems to hint that C.S. 
Lewis’ theory could be 
closer to the truth than 
we might think.

The story of the 
Prodigal Son in the Bible 
is one of the most familiar 
and most loved parables 
in all of the New Testa¬ 
ment. It’s one that at 
first blush seems so unfair 
but when scrutinized 
shows the unquestioning 
love of the father. And 
that is the lesson at hand 
for it is the unquestioning 
love of our Father in 
Heaven that is the point 
of illustration. You know 
the story—an ungrateful 
son takes his inheritance, 
leaves the family and 
squanders it in a far off 
land. Realizing his folly 
he returns and the father 
goes out to meet him 
and instead of chastising 
he throws a party in 
honor of his son’s return. 

The father watched his 
son leave realizing that 
he must learn some hard 
lessons. He realized that 
the one thing he must 
not do is strong arm 


the son into staying. 
If he had he might have 
forced the son into 
submission but would he 
ever have freely received 
the sons love. You can’t 
compel or force love. 
Love is the one thing 
that must be given freely 
or it can’t be given at all. 

The son confessed his 
error and that was all 
the father had to hear 
and he rolled out the red 
carpet. In a real sense 
that is the same format 
of our heavenly Father. 
If we confess our errors, 
our sins, God rolls out 
the red carpet for us. 
Couple this confession 
with accepting Jesus as 
your Savior and you’ve 
hit His jack pot—eternal 
life. God is love and 
He loves us as no one 
else would or could. The 
only thing He asks of us 
is to love Him and accept 
His Son as Savior now 
that isn’t too much to 
ask, is it?
